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Remarks 

Formalities 

Claim Status 

Claims 1-20 have been canceled. Claims 21-36 are now pending in the 
application. 

Rejections 

Claims 1-10 were rejected as failing to comply with the written description 
requirement as set forth in 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph. Thus, the Office suggests 
that the claims are not entitled to the filing dates of their parent applications. Since the 
subject application has not been afforded the benefit of such filing dates, the target patent, 
U.S. Patent No. 6,487,301 C*the Zhao patent"), is used to anticipate the claims. Applicant 
respectfiiUy traverses these rejections. 

Copied Claims Canceled : 

Original claims 1-10 were copied from or substantially similar to claims 1-4 and 
6-1 1 of the Zhao patent. These claims have been canceled herein without prejudice or 
forfeiture of the recited subject matter. Indeed, we reserve our right to present these and 
similar claims in one or more continuing applications. We also expressly traverse the 
outstanding written description rejection. We respectfully submit that claims 1-10 find 
ample written description support (as well as support for the other 35 U.S.C. 1 12 
requirements) throughout our application and parent applications.^ We have merely 
decided to pxirsue altemative aspects of the invention at this time. 

Specification Amendments : 

The specification has been amended to change both the title and abstract. These 
changes are made to conform even more closely to the current claims. A Revised
